ongress Passes Communications 


Dill-Rayburn Bill Providing for Federal Communications Commission Ap- 
proved by the House and Senate After Agreement on Differences by Conference 
Committee-—Effective July 1—Sent to President 


On Saturday, June 9, the administra- 
tion’s communications bill received final 
congressional approval through the adop- 
tion by the House and Senate of the con- 
ference agreement. The bill was sent to 
President Roosevelt on Monday, June 11, 
for his signature and that was expected 
some time this week. 

By signing the communications act 
President Roosevelt will decree the end 
of the Federal Radio Commission and 
transfer to a new seven-member board, 
known as the Federal Communications 
Commission, all the duties now performed 
by the former relating to radio and all 
control now exercised by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission over national

In connection with the telephone investi- 
gation to be made by the new commission, 
there are three subjects on which special 
information is required. The most im- 
portant relates to the furnishing of equip- 
ment, supplies, research, services, financ- 


ing or credit, whether by a single com- 


telephonic and telegraphic communications. 

The act becomes effective July 1, 1934. 
and the commission will be deemed organ- 
ized when four commissioners shall have 
taken office. 

The main features of the House bill as 
amended (TELEPHONY of June 9) were 
adopted by the conference committee. The 
bill clearly defines the dividing line be- 
tween state and federal authority, so there 
will be no conflicts as was the case in the 
original bills. 

Reading of the bill indicates that many 
of the Independent companies, especially 
the small ones, are clearly exempt from 
the regulatory provisions. Careful anal- 
ysis of the law by the commission will de- 
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pany or group of companies controlled by 
the same interests. 

The commission is also directed to re. 
port on the “desirability of requiring com. 
petitive bidding in cases where the same 
company or group of companies are both 
buyers and sellers.” 

This is supposed to refer principally t 
the Bell organization, in which the Amer- 
ican Telephone & Telegraph Co. owns the 
manufacturing branch which also acts as 
the purchasing agent for the associated 
operating companies that are subsidiaries 
of the parent company. Several state com. 
missions have approved this practice, byt 
the courts have recently held there was 
sufficient basis for scrutinizing such rela- 
tionship between the affiliated companies, 

The point to be raised centers around 
competitive bidding and the question 
whether the public interest is properly pro- 
tected where the buyer and seller are yn- 
der common ownership. 

The other two subjects on which spe- 
cial information is sought are “the meth- 
ods by which telephone companies are fur- 
nishing telegraph service, and telegraph 
companies are furnishing telephone ser- 
vice,” and also “the effect of exclusive 
contracts entered into by common carriers 
which prevent other competing carriers 
from locating offices in railroad depots, 
hotels and other public places.” 

The wording of these directions indi- 
cate a determination to prevent monopoly

or convention, or regulations annexed 
thereto, to which the United States is or 
may hereafter become a party, shall, in 
addition to any other penalties provided by 
law, be punished, upon conviction thereof, 
by a fine of not more than $500 for each 
and every day during which such offense 
occurs. 
FORFEITURE IN CASES OF 
OFFSETS. 

Sec. 503. Any person who shall deliver 
messages for interstate or foreign trans- 
mission to any carrier, or for whom as 
sender or receiver, any such carrier shall 
transmit any interstate or foreign wire or 
radio communication, who shall knowingly 
by employe, agent, officer, or 
directly or indirectly, by or through any 
means or device whatsoever, receive or 
accept from such common carrier any sum 
of money or any other valuable considera- 
tion as a rebate or offset against the reg- 
ular charges for transmission of such mes- 
sages as fixed by the schedules of charges 
provided for in this act, shall in addition 
to any other penalty provided by this act 
forfeit to the United States a sum of 
money three times the amount of money 
so received or accepted and three times 
the value of any other consideration so re- 
ceived or accepted, to be ascertained by the 
trial court; and in the trial of said action 
all such rebates or other considerations so 
received or accepted for a period of six 
years prior to the commencement of the 
action, may be included therein, and the 
amount recovered shall be three times the 
total amount of money, or three times the 
total value of such consideration, s« 
ceived or accepted, or both, 
may be. 

Provisions RELATING TO ForFEITURES. 

Sec. 504. The forfeitures provided for 
in this act shall be payable into the Treas- 
ury of the United States, and shall be re 
coverable in a civil suit in the name of the 
United States, brought in the district 
where the person or carrier has its prin- 
cipal operating office, or in any district 
through which the line or system of the 
carrier runs. Such forfeitures shall be in 
addition to any other general or specific 
penalties herein provided. 

It shall be the duty of the various dis- 
trict attorneys, under the direction of the 
Attorney General of the United States, to 
prosecute for the recovery of forfeitures 
under this act. The costs and expenses of 
such prosecutions shall be paid from the 
appropriation for the expenses of the 
courts of the United States. 

VENUE OF OFFENSES. 

Sec. 505. The trial of any offense un- 
der this act shall be in the district in which 
it is committed; or if the offense is com- 
mitted upon the high seas, or out of the 
jurisdiction of any particular state or dis- 
trict, the trial shall be in the district 
where the offender may be found or into 
which he shall be first brought.

dent and chief engineer of the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. 

Mr. Gherardi defended the sale of the 
used instruments as proper, denying the 
charge that there had been any element 
of “dumping.”

Further testimony showed that some of the 
sets were eight years old. There also was 
testimony that the average life of a tele- 
phone set was 15 years. The lot pur- 
chased by the New York Telephone Co. 
was sold on the basis of 20 per cent de- 
preciation. 

Cross-examined by counsel for several 
communities seeking reductions in tele- 
phone rates charged by the New York 
Telephone Co., Mr. Gherardi insisted that 
the growing use of the hand set had not 
affected the value of the used instruments. 

The hand set, Mr. Gherardi said, was 
in use as early as 1880, but was not de- 
veloped to the point of satisfactory com- 
mercial service until 1926. He submitted 
statistics to show that about 25 per cent 
of the sets in use throughout the United 
States as of December 31, 1933, were hand 
sets, while in New York the percentage 
was 39.14. 

“As far as the United States is con- 
cerned, it was clear to me,” he said, “that 
there would be no junking of other types. 
For New York I would make the same 
answer.” 

The hearing was continued by the com- 
mission to June 18. 


Customer Not Forced to Pay for 
Telephone Breakage. 

A customer cannot be made to pay for a 
telephone instrument broken accidentally 
nor his service cut off if he is asked and 
refuses to pay, the Wisconsin Public Serv- 
ice Commission has informed Mancer J. 
Oyr, Wausau. 

“If the instrument can be repaired, it 
should be charged to the maintenance ac- 
count,” the commission explained. “If it 
is damaged beyond repair, it should be 
charged to the depreciation reserve of the 
company. 

“The telephone company’s business is sub- 
ject to such breakages and the individual 
should not be held responsible unless it can 
be proved that the property has been de- 
stroyed through some wrong on his part.” 


Hearing in State-Wide Wisconsin
